Trust face 
fine after 
death fall 

AN NHS trust is facing a 
hefty fine for breaching 
health and safety laws after 
an elderly patient fell out of 
a window at Walsall Manor 
Hospital and died. 

Harry Riley, of Walsall 
Wood, fell more than 20ft 
from a first floor window 
and died of multiple injuries, 
Walsall Magistrates heard. 

Walsall Hospitals NHS 
Trust is being prosecuted by 
the Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive and admitted failing to 
carry out a risk assessment. 

Mr Adam Farrer, prose¬ 
cuting, said the 71-year-old, 
of Poxon Road, had been 
admitted to hospital in 
January 2009 after suffering 
a stroke. Mr Riley had been 
in an assessment unit. 

Mr Farrer said Mr Riley’s 
wife, Ann, had described 
him as a “bit confused”, 
although nursing staff did 
not find this to be the case. 
He had been spending his 
second night at the hospital 
when the fall happened. 

Mr Farrer said Mr Riley 
got out of bed just before 
midnight and disconnected 
himself from a drip before he 
plunged “20-or-so feet” out 
of a window. 

Mr Farrer told the court 
the hospital trust had failed 
to carry out a risk assess¬ 
ment, adding: “The upper 
window did not have a 
restrictor fitted to it.” 

Regulations 

Safety regulations state 
the window should not have 
been allowed to open more 
than 10cm. 

Mr Bernard Thorogood 
represented the hospital 
trust during Monday’s 
hearing and entered a guilty 
plea to breaching a regula¬ 
tion of the Management of 
Heath and Safety at Work 
Regulations 1999 between 
January 1, 2000, and 

January 20, 2009. 

The case was committed 
to Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentence on May 1. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded an 
open verdict at Mr Riley’s 
inquest in May 2010.

MORE than 100 new jobs are to be 
created in Walsall and Willenhall by 
two growing firms. 

Electrical installation company Eco-1 Electrical Solu¬ 
tions Ltd, in Aldridge, is to create 100 jobs over the next 
year, bosses have revealed. It comes as the firm is on track 
to turn over £5 million this year, despite launching just 
seven months ago. 

Meanwhile, scrap metal company Cable & Alloys has 
unveiled plans for 12 new jobs with the creation of an elec¬ 
trical and mattress recycling complex in Willenhall. 


Bosses plan to convert a 
vacant site in Springvale 
Street. 

Councillors welcomed the 
jobs boost for the borough. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“This is yet another example 
of Walsall bucking the trend 
with job creation. 

“It is clear there is growth 
and recovery at the moment 
and much of it is in the 
Walsall borough. 

“I am delighted about it. I 
would like to thank people 
for investing in our town and 
have the faith and confi¬ 
dence in our borough.” 

Eco-1 Electrical Solutions 
is based in Wharf Approach, 
Aldridge, but is poised to 
move to new offices being 
built at the former Aldridge 
Magistrates Court. It is 
expected to complete the 
move on July 1.

David Hill, company 
chairman, said: “We set this 
business up in August and 
intend to move there. It will 
create lots of jobs for electri¬ 
cians locally and nationally.

The trustees say they are facing a huge repair bill from 
the time when the authority leased its buildings and have 
only been offered part of this by the council. 

Councillor Bird said: “Cabinet agreed in November that 
we should pay dilapidations at the level set by external advi¬ 
sors and this is still the case.”

Campaign 
will carry 
on to save 
green belt 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
against plans to build homes 
on green belt land in Walsall 
have vowed to continue their 
battle after a decision on the 
proposal was deferred. 

The controversial multi¬ 
million pound scheme would 
see open space in Blakenall, 
known as The Lea, built on 
and the former Goscote 
estate converted to green 
belt in a “land swap” deal. 

Councillors voted to post¬ 
pone a decision on whether 
to approve the outline plans 
at its meeting last week (see 
page 5) to allow more consul¬ 
tation to take place. 

The campaign group set 
up in the weeks prior to the 
meeting, which has raised a 
273-name petition in opposi¬ 
tion to the plans, say they 
will “fight to the end” to 
ensure The Lea remains 
green belt land. 

Pete Smith, a resident and 
former councillor who 
helped set up the group, 
said: “We are going to fight 
vociferously against any pro¬ 
posals to build on The Lea. 
We are going to fight until 
such time that we have per¬ 
suaded the council to build 
on brown field sites and that 
there needs to be a fair mix 
of properties. 

“We only had three weeks 
to do something before but 
now we have a bit of breath¬ 
ing space.” 

The proposal was put off 
for ecology reports and 
further consultation.

A PROTEST march against 
plans for a probation hostel 
in Moxley turned into a 
victory parade on Saturday 
after Walsall Council made 
clear it’s opposition to the 
proposal.

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Shop's booze ban goes to appeal 


A BID to allow a vacant shop to start 
selling booze in an area of Walsall 
plagued by anti-social behaviour has 
gone to appeal after it was thrown 
out by councillors. 

A developer had applied to change 
the planning conditions for the shop 
in Essington Road and remove con¬ 
ditions that the shop cannot sell 
alcohol. 

But the police and families living 


nearby objected to the plans amid 
fears that the ongoing problem of 
yobbish behaviour would be made 
worse. Councillors backed them by 
turning down the application. 

The premises are on the corner of 
Essington Road and Baynton Road. 

Inspectorate 

Councillor Ian Shires said he 
hoped that the planning inspec¬ 
torate would take the same view as 


the police and the council on the 
issue. 

He said: “There is a lot of anti¬ 
social behaviour that is drink- 
related and a lot of effort has been 
put in by various agencies over the 
past 12 to 18 months. A lot of effort, 
time and money has gone into to try 
to resolve the situation. 

“The main objectors are the 
police, they put in a piece to the 


council to say that they were 
opposed to it, and that was taken 
into account. This just means that 
the resources we have are going to 
be stretched. The police have got 
enough to do.” 

He added: “There are at least half 
a dozen alcohol outlets within easy 
reach, and they just don’t need 
another one. We have to draw a line 
somewhere.”

FIVE jobs have been saved after a long- 
running clothing store in Walsall town 
centre was granted a reprieve, allowing it to 
stay open. 

Workers at Bonmarche, in Digbeth, were 
devastated when they were told in January 
that the store was among hundreds set to 
close when the chain was bought by a new 
owner. 

All the stock had been cleared out of the 
store, which has been in the town centre for 


almost 19 years. But it was granted a last- 
minute reprieve three weeks ago after a deal 
was negotiated with the landlords. 

The shop closed for three days last week 
to restock with spring and summer fash¬ 
ions. 

It has now reopened to customers, and 
staff want to stress that it is business as 
usual despite closing down signs in the 
windows just days ago. 


Cannabis 
factory 
found at 
home of 
drug user 

A CANNABIS factory 
was discovered at a 
Walsall home after its 
occupant was arrested 
for trying to sell bags of 
the drug at a railway 
station car park near 
Cannock, Stafford Crown 
Court heard. 

Karl Hodgkins was 
arrested at Landywood train 
station when he was spotted 
handing over a bag of 
cannabis to a man, the court 
was told. 

Police later searched the 
31-year-old’s home in Jessel 
Road where 13 plants and 
four pots with plant debris 
were found in two bedrooms 
which had been converted 
into cannabis growing 
rooms with hydroponic 
systems. 

Hodgkins was jailed for 13 
months last week after 
admitting possessing drugs 
with intent to supply and 
producing cannabis, along 
with breaching a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Arthritis 

Mr Paul Farrow, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that the 13 plants 
would have yielded more 
than £10,000 annually. 

Mr Farrow said Hodgkins 
told police he was a heavy 
cannabis user and was 
growing it because he had no 
money. 

The set-up had cost him 
£500. 

Miss Rhona Campbell, 
defending, said Hodgkins 
had arthritis and turned to 
cannabis as self-medication. 

“You are not presented 
with a callous, professional 
criminal,” she said.

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Depressed 
mother 
died after 
cellar fire 

A MOTHER in Walsall died 
after her clothing caught 
fire, an inquest heard. 

Zuban Nisa was discov¬ 
ered with burns after emer¬ 
gency services went to 
Rowley Street, Chuckery. 

The hearing in Walsall 
was told that the 68 year-old 
had suffered depression. 

Fire crews and para¬ 
medics were called and Mrs 
Nisa was airlifted to Birm¬ 
ingham’s Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital but died a short 
time later. 

An investigation by West 
Midlands Fire Service found 
an empty bottle of white 
spirit and a box of matches 
in the basement. 

Medication 

Fire investigator Nigel 
Adams said the blaze was 
confined to the clothing Mrs 
Nisa was wearing. 

Her son Asad Rahman 
told the hearing that Mrs 
Nisa had suffered from 
depression over a number of 
years and received medica¬ 
tion. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said it was a 
“desperately sad” case. 

Recording a narrative 
verdict, he said: “Mrs Nisa 
died whilst in the cellar at 
her home when her clothing 
caught fire. 

“There are no suspicious 
circumstances.” 

MP hits out 
at shake-up 
of the NHS 

A WALSALL MP has spoken 
out in the Commons against 
the Government’s planned 
shake-up of the NHS. 

The Health and Social 
Care Bill will see more 
responsibility given to GPs. 

During the debate, Valerie 
Vaz, MP for Walsall South, 
claimed the Bill was causing 
confusion. 

She said: “GPs in Walsall 
have written to me to say 
that they are disengaged and 
uninspired. 

Dangerous 

“GPs have no experience 
of a business model of this 
scale and the pace of change 
is dangerous. 

“The NHS is an organisa¬ 
tion in which miracles some¬ 
times happen, which is why 
people are fighting to 
protect and save the very 
essence of its existence.” 

The debate followed an 
opposition motion after an e- 
petition attracted more than 
170,000 signatures. 


Homes plan is transforming canalside 


THE SECOND phase of multi-million 
pound plans to transform the Brownhills 
canalside and build 80 new homes is 
under way. 

The ambitious plans include improving 
the High Street by creating new residential 
developments and renovating nearby blocks 
of flats. 

The second phase of the Walsall Housing 
Group scheme for 33 properties has started 
and includes a mix of houses and apart¬ 
ments. 

The majority of the homes will be let by 
the housing group for “affordable” rent. 


Another 47 homes are being created on 
the site and are due to be completed this 
summer. 

More than £3 million is being spent on the 
regeneration plans near to the Wyrley and 
Essington Canal which are earmarked to all 
be finished by spring 2013. 

Milestone 

Carole Wildman, director of regeneration 
and development at the housing association, 
said: “Beginning phase two is a significant 
milestone in this cosmopolitan, canalside 
development. 


“The scheme is taking shape as an attrac¬ 
tive gateway into the town and will provide 
much-needed homes for Brownhills.” 

The improvements are within walking 
distance of the town centre and are been 
jointly funded by Walsall Housing Group 
and the Homes and Communities Agency. 

The second phase of the housing scheme 
is being lead through partner’s Mansell’s. 
Simon Liversage said: “We are delighted to 
be involved in such an important develop¬ 
ment, working in partnership with Walsall 
Housing Group to deliver new homes that 
are vital to the regeneration of this area.” 


Over the road from the site WHG are also 
making improvements to Humphries House 
and Severn House blocks of flats. 

Carbon 

They are transforming the blocks and 
reducing the carbon footprint of the build¬ 
ings, which date back to the 1960s. 

The programme includes fixing thermal 
cladding to the outside of the buildings, 
installing double glazed windows, replacing 
the roofs and internal decoration. 

The project is on track to be finished by 
summer. 


Funds help arson-hit rugby 
club HQ rise from the ashes 


WORK to rebuild an arson-hit rugby club¬ 
house in Walsall will start in the coming 
weeks, nearly three years after fire ravaged 
the building. 

Aldridge Rugby Club was destroyed in the blaze in 2009, 
and plans for a new £350,000 building and changing rooms 
were approved by planners last year. 

The club got a £50,000 grant from Sport England last 


week and has also landed 
£70,000 of funding from the 
rugby union authorities. 

This means work will soon 
begin at the Bourne Vale 
site. 

Players have been unable 
to use their own ground for 
games for three seasons. 

Chairman of the club Alex 
Reed said it had been a 
“frantic” few weeks but he 
was delighted that the club 
was able to be moving 
forward on the project. 

Modern 

He said: “We have every¬ 
thing pretty much in place 
to be able to start work and 
make some real progress. 

“Hopefully we will have a 
new clubhouse before the 
start of the season.” 

The 22-week programme 
of works will result in a club¬

The report said: “Over recent 
years, there has been an increase in ownership of Stafford¬ 
shire Bull Terrier type dogs, with these being viewed by 
some sectors of the community as ‘trophy’ or status dogs. 

“Whilst these can be excellent pets if properly trained, in 
the hands of irresponsible owners they have the potential to 
pose a disproportionately high danger to public safety.”

Car parks on edge of 
town centre to charge 


Machine 
checkout 
move at 
libraries 


PARKING charges will be introduced on three car parks 
on the outskirts of Walsall town centre on April 1, high¬ 
ways chiefs have confirmed. The aim is to stop drivers 
clogging up spaces which are earmarked for businesses. 

Moves to bring in £3-a-day fees and £30-a-month permits at the Town 
Wharf and Premier business parks have been in the pipeline for a number 
of months. The council says they will now 
come into force from the start of next 
month in the light of negotiations with 
firms in the area. 

It is believed that some drivers have been 
parking for free and then heading by train 
to Birmingham city centre. 

It was initially hoped that charges would 
be introduced at Frederick Street, Charles 
Street and Brook Street at the start of the 
year but formal legal orders needed to be 
advertised. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom Ansell 
said no formal objections were lodged 
against the plans. 

Requested 

He said: “We were requested by business 
people to bring some form of control over 
parking. 

“There have been people going to work 
who couldn’t find a place to park. 

“We have some people parking there and 
walking off to the train station and going 
onto the train into Birmingham.” 

He added: “It hasn’t been done as a 
money-making scheme but to relieve the 
problems that the businesses have got.” 

There have been similar concerns over 
vehicles being left at Tesco’s car park in the 
town centre, prompting the council to 
review its planning permission. 

The availability of free spaces has seen a 
slump in the use of council-owned sites 
nearer the heart of the town centre. 

A review of parking spaces is now being 
carried out by transport bosses. 

There has been a trial of cheaper prices 
as the council considers ways to maximise 
usage. 


SELF-SERVICE machines 
have been installed at 
Aldridge library, following 
the switch to new technol- 
igy at Central and Brown- 
dlls libraries. 

The machines were 
switched on at Aldridge last 
week and will be followed by 
Bloxwich before the end of 
the month.

“We want to provide the 
best possible service we can 
to our customers and freeing 
up our staff to spend more 
time helping with every¬ 
thing from answering 
enquiries to running groups 
is very important to us.”

The £500,000 upgrade 
project on the A454 Aldridge 
Road and part of the A452 
Chester Road will start early 
next month and continue for 
around 16 weeks. 

Staffordshire County 
Council, which is carrying 
out the work, says it will 
cause short-term problems 
for long-term benefit. 

Crews will replace 
damaged kerbs and also 
rebuild the carriageway on 
the A452 between Chester 
Road and Forge Lane.

Motorists are also facing 
delays in Aldridge until the 
end of the month as part of a 
series of road resurfacing 
improvements. Work along 
Northgate, Walsall Wood 
Road and Coppice Lane is 
not expected to be finished 
until Monday, March 26.

A MOTHER-of-three who 
pocketed more than £32,500 
in a benefits con has been 
spared an immediate jail 
term. 

Debi Dugmore from 
Bloxwich made a legitimate 
claim for state handouts 
when she was a single parent 
in April 2004, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard last 
week. But the 26-year-old 
did not tell officials when her 
partner, who worked as a 
fork lift truck driver, started 
living with her. 

She continued to pick up 
housing benefit, income 
support and council tax 
relief to which she was not 
entitled, said prosecutor 
Miss Amrisha 

Parathalingam. The swindle 
netted Dugmore £32,669 in 
five years before she was 
found out 

She admitted that her 
partner had been working as 
a fork lift driver since 
October 2008 and his wages 
had been paid directly into 
her account. 

Dugmore from Summer- 
field Road pleaded guilty to 
failing to notify a change of 
circumstances between 
October 2005 and January 
last year. She has started to 
repay the money and now 
owes £29,600. 

She was given a six month 
jail sentence suspended 
under supervision for 18 
months with a three month 
night time curfew by 
Recorder David Herbert. 

Education 
move starts 

THE first education services 
and up to 60 staff are on 
track to transfer back to 
Walsall Council from the 
start of April. 

It is part of the phased 
switch following the axing of 
the £345 million deal with 
private sector firm Serco, 
which ends in summer 2013. 

Serco came to Walsall in 
2001 to improve poor stan¬ 
dards in education. 

Around 400 staff will ev¬ 
entually move back to the 
council. The initial four ser¬ 
vices transferring first are 
the education business part¬ 
nership, Alumwell chil¬ 
dren’s centre, disability 
assessment services and 
school finance. 

The decision to end the 
Serco agreement was made 
last summer with the 
council citing “major 
changes to Government 
policy”, such as the numbers 
of schools becoming go-it- 
alone academies. 


Council want housing instead of hostel at school site 


LAND suggested for a probation hostel in 
Moxley will be put on the market with a 
request that it be used for residential use, 
council chiefs says, in a move that will 
delight campaigning residents. 

Staffordshire and West Midlands Proba¬ 
tion Trust said it was looking at the former 
Moxley Infants School in Moxley as the site 
for a potential hostel for up to 40 offenders. 

The idea sparked controversy in the local 
community amid fears that the hostel could 
pose a threat and scupper future regenera¬ 
tion plans for the area. But Walsall regener¬ 
ation chief Councillor Adrian Andrew said 
the land in Moxley Road would be put on the 


market with a development brief that it 
should only be used for new homes. 

He said: “We have listened to local 
people.” 

The former Moxley Infants’ site and 
neighbouring open space in Festival Avenue 
will be marketed for sale for the first time. 

The sale follows a path set out four years 
ago when the land was classified as ‘residen¬ 
tial’ following a council decision to declare 
the site surplus to its requirements. 

Transparent 

Councillor Andrew, Walsall Council 
Deputy Leader, said: “There has been a lot 
of speculation in the community about the 


former Moxley Infants school site. It’s 
important that we continue to be open and 
transparent with the options for this parcel 
of land. 

“Four years ago, through the Moxley 
framework study that I initiated, we looked 
at how we could best regenerate Moxley 
after years of being ignored, this land was 
identified as a potential residential opportu¬ 
nity. 

“I can confirm that it has never been our 
intention to sell the land for any other 
purpose other than for new homes, and 
therefore it is not our intention to sell the 
site to the Probation Trust for their 


intended purposes. Our preferred scheme is 
family housing and we think this site could 
provide up to 50 new homes.” 

Consulted 

A development brief which sets out the 
guidance for the future use of the site is now 
being completed following earlier work and 
will be consulted on with members of the 
local community. 

“Walsall Council will then look to market 
the site from late April with bids being 
reported to the council’s cabinet and the 
new purchaser preparing a planning appli¬ 
cation for their scheme.

Airport pair 
arrested as 
cocaine is 
discovered 

A TEENAGE girl and a 
woman from Walsall were 
arrested after a £350,000 
haul of cocaine was found 
hidden inside tubs of choco¬ 
late powder. 

The pair were held by 
Border Force investigators 
at Gatwick Airport after 
they arrived from a flight 
from Antigua on March 10. 

A suitcase with about 
7.71b (3.5kg) of cocaine was 
found, which according to 
Border Force would have

£350,000. 

The 16-year-old girl and 
the 39-year-old woman were 
arrested in connection with 
the discovery of the drug and 
later released on bail until 
June 8. Their identities have 
not yet been revealed by the 
authorities. 

Ingrid Smith, Border 
Force assistant director for 
Gatwick Airport South Ter¬ 
minal, said: “Our officers 
are on constant alert, 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year 
to keep Class A drugs and 
other banned substances out 
of the UK. We are deter¬ 
mined to prevent this terri¬ 
ble trade which can have 
such a destructive impact on 
the lives of so many.”

A £1 MILLION restoration project 
at Walsall’s oldest church could 
be scrapped after a crisis meeting 
today (Thursday). 

Church bosses at St Matthew’s have to 
make tough decisions after the church was 
hit by a metal theft there left them with a 
£400,000 repair bill. 

The project has also been hit by the 
refusal of a grant which could have funded 
the scheme. English Heritage turned down 
a funding bid from the church last year. 

A meeting involving the Rev Colin 
Gibson, senior figures from the Diocese of 
Lichfield and Walsall Church Links will 
make a decision about the future of the 
restoration scheme. 

Mr Gibson said: “We will decide whether 
to abandon the project and salvage a few bits 
of it or whether it’s worth trying to keep on 
going. It hasn’t been an easy time for us.” 

Extensive repairs are needed on crum¬ 
bling plasterwork, iron-framed windows, 
the balcony and staircase of the church. 

Other improvements are needed to the 
floor, replacement of chairs, new toilets, 
kitchen facilities, refurbishment of the chil¬ 
dren’s chapel, upgrading of computer 
systems and landscaping the grounds. 

It comes as thousands of pounds are being 
spent on a new roof for the church’s commu¬ 
nity centre in St Matthew’s Close after 
thieves stole 130 sq ft of copper last Decem¬ 
ber - three months after £40,000 of lead was 
stolen from the church on Church Hill.

AN INDIAN restaurant, which was given the 
go-ahead to open in Bloxwich, has appealed 
against the condition of opening hours 
imposed on it as part of planning permission. 

The restaurant, which will also have a takeaway and 
delivery service, was granted consent to change the use of a 
retail shop at 79 Turnberry Road into a food establishment 
in November last year. 

But the conditions attached include one that the premises 
should not be open for business outside of 11am to 11pm 
Mondays to Saturdays, and should not be open on Sundays, 
Bank Holidays or public holidays.

Kevin Whittingham, representing the restaurant, said in 
the application to change the opening hours: “We acknowl¬ 
edge the fact that takeaway use has also been granted to 
these premises but takeaways associated with a restaurant 
do not normally have the same anti-social problems of those 
that are solely takeaway use. 

“Banks holidays are without a doubt a restaurant’s 
businest period. To force this restaurant to close on these 
days is a nonsense.”

WALSALL is 144th out of 152 
council areas when it comes to 
the education standards of its 
youngest and oldest pupils, new 
figures reveal. 

The borough is in the bottom six per cent 
for results at A-level and at early years foun¬ 
dation stage (pupils aged three to five). The 
results were revealed in a report on educa¬ 
tional standards in the borough for 2011. 
Education chiefs said they recognised the 
poor table rankings but insisted there have 
been six years of improvement. 

It comes as other figures show there have 
been improvements at GCSE, with 56.3 per 
cent of pupils getting five A* to C grades 
compared to 49.5 per cent in 2010. Walsall 
has the highest percentage of schools in the 
region rated ‘outstanding’ by Government 
watchdog Ofsted following inspections. 

Councillor Barbara Cassidy, who chairs 
the children and young person’s scrutiny 
panel, said the low ranking in two key areas 
was “worrying”. 

She added: “This does show that at early 
years foundation, for whatever reason, 
some children are coming to school that are 
not ready to learn. Some statistical analysis 
needs to be done. At key stage five there are 
also problems that obviously need to be 
looked at in order for us to move forward.” 

Below 

With regard to early years foundation 
stage, the report says: “Walsall’s perform¬ 
ance is below the national average by eight 
percentage points and is five percentage 
points below the average level of our statis¬ 
tical neighbours.” On key stage five (A- 
level), it says: “Performance within the 
whole of Walsall has declined from the 2010 
results by 27.9 points per candidate. This is 
set against the national trend where attain¬ 
ment has improved slightly.” 

Serco, which compiled the report, insisted 
there had been improvements.

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Future of town's police 
station being considered 

DISCUSSIONS are continuing 
over a new police station for 
Walsall. 

Around £12 million has been earmarked 
for a police station in the town to replace the 
outdated one currently on Green Lane. 

At first, it had been thought a new station 
would be built in Hatherton Road, closer to 
the town centre. It was later suggested that 
the current station could be knocked down 
and a new one built in its place. 

No final decision over the future of the 
station has yet been made. 

Caroline Schubert, spokeswoman for 
West Midlands Police Authority, said the 
police force was undergoing large-scale 
changes and talks were still ongoing. 

Change 

She said it was hoped a decision would be 
made soon. 

“West Midlands Police is currently in the 
middle of a massive change programme 
which is looking at how we carry out major 
areas of our business such as call handling 
and custody facilities and making long-term 
decisions about where these should be 
sited,” she said. 

Hospital bid to cut 
back agency staff 

WALSALL Manor Hospital is cutting back 
on agency workers as health chiefs try to 
save £11.6 million. 

Manor Hospital spokeswoman Annabel 
Smith said the number of agency staff being 
used was likely to fall this year after the hos¬ 
pital was forced to increase their use over 
the winter months due to an outbreak of 
norovirus. 

In January of this year, agency staff cost 
£332,538 of the hospital’s £12m monthly 
pay budget, that was £28,000 up on the 
December figure.

MORE than 80 people have been 
arrested and thousands of 
pounds cash seized during a 
police operation targeting 
wanted criminals across Walsall 
and Wolverhampton. 

Officers formed specialist teams and 
carried out raids at the homes of fine 
dodgers and people who have repeatedly 
failed to turn up to court. 

Those detained in the operations were 
then put in front of dedicated ‘Crackdown 
Courts’ to be dealt with by magistrates 
immediately. 

In the latest raids on Thursday and 
Friday, 27 people were arrested in Walsall 
with about £10,000 in fines being recovered. 

Earlier action had seen more than 60 
people arrested across Wolverhampton and 
£8,000 in cash seized. 

Processed 

Sergeant Helen Carver, who led the oper¬ 
ation, said: “This operation gives us the 
opportunity to use dedicated teams of offi¬ 
cers to focus purely on locating and arrest¬ 
ing those people who are currently classed 
as being wanted across the Black Country. 
This also sends a clear message to those that 
do not comply with their community and 
court orders. These individuals are brought 
to justice in an effective, efficient manner. ” 

During the raids, dubbed Operation 
Crackdown, officers arrested wanted 
offenders and processed them through 
mobile police stations set up in the two 
areas. Offenders were then searched before 
being taken before magistrates. 

Freight firm taken over

Nightfreight has been taken over by a bigger 
rival in a deal that will see £20 million 
invested in the next few years.

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Parking fines bring in 
£18,000 for the council 


£lm centre 
to provide 
care of 
youngsters 



CONTROVERSIAL on-street 
parking charges which came into 
force on 19 roads in Walsall town 
centre a year ago have raked in 
£180,000 in fines. 

The fees, brought in on March 7 last year, 
virtually eradicated free parking in the 
town centre. Council chiefs said the money 
would be ploughed into other parking 
schemes across the borough. But traders 
claim the charges have hit them hard. 

The 20p-per-10-minute fee is in force on 
310 parking spaces in 19 town centre 
streets, including Hatherton Street, Station 
Street and Lichfield Street. 

Council bosses said they were still 
analysing and compiling the results for the 
first year of the charges and will present 
them to the council’s cabinet later this year. 

Transport chief Tom Ansell said: “To 
date, approximately £180,000 has been 
raised from penalty charge notices however 
this is used to off-set the cost of operating 
and maintaining a range of parking facili¬ 
ties across the borough.” 

Refused 

It means that if all fines were paid at the 
higher rate of £50, around 3,600 penalties 
have been given to drivers who overstayed 
their time limit. If it was paid at the lower 
rate of £25, more than 7,000 fines have been 
dished out. 

Businesses in Ablewell Street had 
launched an appeal for 30-minutes of free 
parking but council chiefs refused, saying 
the new rules were to prevent people clog¬ 
ging up spaces all day.

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor 
Rachel Andrew said: “This 
new purpose-built centre 
really will be the jewel in the 
crown of our specialist serv¬ 
ices for children with dis¬ 
abilities. 

“It is the last of a whole 
programme of improve¬ 
ments for Walsall families, 
and I know its opening is 
eagerly awaited.” 

The project is being 
funded through Walsall 
Council’s capital fund, in 
line with the Government’s 
Aiming High strategy to 
transform short-break pro¬ 
vision - formerly known as 
respite care - for severely 
disabled children. 

The council is looking for 
new tenants for the existing 
centre in Eldon Street, once 
the building which is used by 
up to 30 young people, is 
vacated later this year.

Roundabout 
sponsorship 
raising less 
than hoped 


LESS than half of council-owned roundabout 
advertising boards to promote businesses in 
Walsall are currently taken up. 

Of the 38 boards available on traffic islands across the 
borough, recent figures show just 18 are being used, 
meaning the authority is losing more than £20,000 a year. 


The concept of getting 
private firms and organisa¬ 
tions to sponsor round¬ 
abouts was launched in 2006 
in a bid to raise cash.

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Olympic special 
trains set to link 
west Midlands 
with the Games 


OLYMPIC Special train services will be put on 
to ferry thousands of tourists and ticket- 
holders between the West Midlands and 
London during the summer games, new plans 
have revealed. 

Bosses at the region’s 2012 committee are drawingup the 


transport plans, and they 
say the games will inject 
around £1 billion into the 
Midlands’ economy 

Hundreds of thousands of 
tourists from around the 
world are expected to 
descend on the region 
during the weeks surround¬ 
ing the event, spending 
money and giving the area a 
much-needed boost. 

Committee chairman 
David Moorcroft revealed he 
is in talks with major train 
companies including Virgin, 
Chiltern and London 
Midland to try to encourage 
visitors to stay in the Mid¬ 
lands by stepping up trans¬ 
port links. 

Bonus 

“It would be a major 
bonus. Extra services will 
essentially be necessary to 
cater for the extra people,” 
he said.

Goods stolen in riot 
found in man’s car 


A MAN from Walsall caught with a 
computer and camera stolen 
from a shop during last summer’s 
riots has been spared jail. 

Michael Blackwood stashed the items in a 
car after they were stolen from a shop in Bell 
Barn Road, Birmingham, last August. 

The 25-year-old, of Gower Street, admit¬ 
ted handling stolen goods to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week. He was told by 
he would have been locked up for a “consid¬ 
erable period” if he had known the items 
had been stolen by masked raiders. 

Around £4,500 of electrical goods were 
taken by looters who caused more than 
£2,500 worth of damage to Optima Commu¬ 
nications, Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, 
told the court. 

A car registered to Blackwood’s mother 
had been caught on CCTV parked near the 


premises and police later went to his home. 
Blackwood was seen trying to slip the car 
keys on to a window sill but they were 
quickly seized. 

Officers found the computer and camera 
but when questioned, Blackwood said he 
had not put them in the car. He insisted he 
had no idea where the items had come from 
but did admit he had tried to stop police 
getting access to the Ford Escort. 

Custody 

Miss Stella Hayden, defending, said 
Blackwood, who had spent 78 days in 
custody while being held on remand, 
together with a curfew when allowed bail, 
had no previous convictions for dishonesty. 

Blackwood was placed on a 12-month 
supervision order and he must carry out 40 
hours of unpaid work. 

He will also pay £1,200 in costs.

Discovery unlocks industry's past 


AS FAR as Michael Hamson was 
concerned, he was just doing a 
favour for an old friend when he 
started tidying her garage. 

Old flower pots, car batteries, the odd 
tyre, it was filled with the usual junk that 
many of us acquire over time. Then he 
pulled out a battered old packing crate. And 
he could scarcely believe his eyes. 

Locks. And lots of them. Victorian locks, 
Edwardian locks, big locks, small locks, but 
all of them made by Black Country lock- 
maker Enoch Jones. 

“I knew her family had something to do 
with the lock industry, but never really 
thought anything of it,” says Michael, a 
retired machine operative from Codsall. 

Eileen Jones is the grand-daughter of the 
well-known Willenhall lockmaker Enoch 
Jones. For people with an interest in this 
fascinating industry, this haul found in a 
garage on the outskirts of Wolverhampton 
must seem akin to the discovery of the 
Staffordshire Hoard. 

It’s not just locks. There is masses of mar¬ 
keting literature. Bold, garishly coloured 
brochures so typical of the 1920s, explaining 
the benefits of the Enoch Jones patent claw 
lock. Sales ledgers and order books going 
back to the 1860s. 

There is even a certificate from then 
prime minister Stanley Baldwin, presented 
to Enoch’s son Thomas Beddowe Jones. 

“This is a truly significant find,” says

Jenny Walkey, of the Black Country Living 
Museum. “So much of the history relating to 
the lock works of Willenhall has disap¬ 
peared.” 

For Michael, who is 67, the hard work 
came with the next bit: cleaning and sorting 
the locks, and matching them up with their 
keys. 

“My grandchildren Sophie, Stephen and 
Laura spent many hours helping with that,” 
he says. 

In the 19th century, Willenhall was one of 
the world’s leading centres for lockmaking, 
with vast swathes of the town’s population 
employed in the trade. 

John Enoch Jones started his lock 
company around 1860 at 36, Doctors Piece, 
just off Walsall Road, and he patented many 
innovations over the following years. 

“He was a very good craftsman and engi¬ 
neer,” says Michael. 

His son Thomas, who was born in 1888, 
trained as a plumber, but ended up working 
for his father in a management role. 

The factory was at the back of their house 
in Doctors Piece, and remained there after 


they moved to Gypsy Lane. The company 
continued trading until the mid-1950s, 
when Thomas Jones’ doctor ordered him to 
retire at the age of 68. 

Thomas Jones’ daughter, Eileen, was 
born in 1920. 

“He then decided to sell the company 
after almost a hundred years of trading to 
its long-term rival, Walsall Locks & Cart- 
gear,” says Michael. 

“One of their locks was amongst the crate 
of samples dated 1942. 

“Eileen can clearly remember how upset 
the staff were when Thomas announced the 
takeover of Enoch Jones & Sons.” 

The Jones family moved to Eileen’s 
present home, just outside Wolverhampton, 
in 1944, and that is where Michael discov¬ 
ered the locks, 68 years on. 

The find appears to be salesman’s 
samples, with tags on explaining what each 
lock is. Among them are locks designed for 
the General Post Office, London North 
Eastern Railways, London, Midland & Scot¬ 
tish Railways, the Great Western Railway, 
and several South American railway opera¬ 
tors. 

“They are in very good condition,” says 
Michael. “One of my favourites is a Victo¬ 
rian prison lock, it is a great big thing, with 
VR stamped on it.” 

The order books show a huge order placed 
by an Argentinian Railway company for 
2,000 claw locks at eight shillings each, with 
a one shilling discount for quantity. 


At the time, most of South America’s loco¬ 
motives and rolling stock were made by 
British manufacturers, and for some of 
these orders Jones worked in partnership 
with another well-known lockmaker, 
Arthur Linley. 

“Enoch made improvements to Linley’s 
lock to stop the jaws being forced open which 
he then patented in 1921. The patent 
number is stamped into the lock face.” 

Chubb 

The old company ledgers list the names of 
thousands of old companies dating back to 
the 1860s. Many have disappeared, but a few 
of the names are still with us. 

“Eileen told me that the Chubb Brothers 
kept asking Enoch to join them, but he 
stayed put,” says Michael. 

Doctors Piece has now been cut in half to 
make way for a road reconstruction, and a 
Morrisons store stands where Enoch’s 
factory and house stood at number 36. 

All that remains is the brass plaque. 

Michael, who had no interest in the lock 
industry prior to the find, admits he has now 
become something of an “anorak” on the 
subject, and is fascinated by the skills that 
these forgotten men of the Black Country 
possessed. 

“I think it is extremely important that we 
remember our industrial heritage,” he says. 

“This piece of lockmaking history could 
have ended up at the tip if Thomas Beddowe 
Jones hadn’t brought it home 60 years ago.”

THE grim news is that the latest 
unemployed claimant figures 
locally and throughout the Black 
Country are simply getting worse. 

The percentage involved in my con¬ 
stituency is 11.5 per cent on the latest 
figures issued by the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics. This represents the fortieth highest 
of all 650 UK constituencies. 

Youth unemployment in my constituency 
amongst the 18-24 year olds shows that 
nearly 18 per cent in that group are claiming 
jobseekers allowance (JSA). 

I initiated a Commons debate last year 
about such youth joblessness in the con¬ 
stituency. 

The number of claimants overall contin¬ 
ues to climb and, in the Black Country as a 


whole, seven per cent of the working age 
population are currently claiming JSA. This 
involves nearly 48,000 individuals. 

However bad these figures are, they do not 
in fact represent all those who are unem¬ 
ployed; the main reason is that those who 
are jobless and want to resume employment 
are not eligible for jobseekers allowance if 
their partner is in full time employment. As 
to be expected, this applies to a large number 
of women. 

As in the 1980s, large scale unemployment 
has returned and unless there are major 
changes in this week’s Budget all the indica¬ 
tions are that the situation will continue to 
get worse.

Therefore, in summary, 
firms must offer better 
wages, conditions and job 
security to entice skilled 
workers to join them.

REPLACING your boiler can 
be expensive and disruptive, 
but if the boiler’s old, it’s 
worth it. 

According to the Energy Saving 
Trust, swapping an old boiler for an A- 
rated condensing one - and upgrading 
the heating controls at the same time - 
could reduce your fuel bills by up to 
£300 a year. 

“An ageing heating system 15 years 
old or more may be wasting as much as 
30p of every pound spent on heating 
your home or water,” says Martyn 
Bridges of boiler manufacturer Worces¬ 
ter, Bosch Group. 

“Older boilers are also likely to have 
a standing pilot light, which could be 
costing in the region of £50-£60 per 
year.” 

Traditional 

In all but exceptional circumstances, 
new gas boilers have, by law, to be con¬ 
densing ones. 

They’re the most energy efficient 
because they recover heat from the 
gasses that escape through the flue. 

There are different types of condens¬ 
ing boiler, though. Traditional boilers 
store hot water in a cylinder (usually in 
the airing cupboard), while combi 
boilers heat the water on demand. 

With a combi, you save space and you 
don’t have to plan ahead to get hot 
water. 

But if your household uses a lot of hot 
water and your home has multiple 
bathrooms, a boiler with a cylinder may 
be more suitable. Your installer will be 
able to advise you. 

It’s illegal for anyone other than an 
installer registered with Gas Safe Reg¬ 
ister to fit or work on a gas boiler.

Audi sets pace in battle for prized saloon market 


THE BATTLE for sales in the premium 
mid-sized family saloon market is intense, 
with the majority of customers choosing 
one of three German makes - Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes. 

These three makes accounted for 93 per cent of UK 
premium sales in the UK last year and the competition 
is getting hotter all the time. Audi is first off the start¬ 
ing block with a new Audi A4 saloon and Avant (estate) 
model and shortly BMW will introduce a new 3-Series. 

While the new A4, like all new models is slightly

bigger than the outgoing version, the most significant 
changes are in the engine range. 

Audi is now putting more economical and friendly 
green engines into the A4 range - and there are 110 dif¬ 
ferent models to choose from! Average fuel consump¬ 
tion overall is dropped by 11 per cent and torque has 
also been increased making some of the petrol engines 
very competitive with the diesel versions. 

In all there are three petrol engines and six diesel 
engines. They are all turbocharged and all feature the 
economy start/stop and recuperation systems. 

The most exciting engine, a new 1.8 litre petrol TFSI 
engine pushing out 170 PS was not available for test 
driving at the recent Audi launch, On paper it emits 21 
per cent less C02 than its predecessor attracting a 
VED of £115 a year and running costs of around 43p 
per mile. The official combined mpg figure is around 49 
but that of course is in perfect conditions. 

The diesel range starts with a 134 bhp 2.0 litre four 
cylinder TDI unit that averages 64 mpg, with C02 
emissions of 116 g/km placing it in band C for Vehicle 
Excise Duty. The rest of the range takes in 2.0 TDI 
163PS, a 177 PS version and two very hot 3.0 litre TDI 
engines pushing out up to 245PS. For those who want 


a really ‘hot’ version to rival the BMW M3 there will be 
a RS 4 version in September this year. 

On my road test of the various vehicles the 2 litre 
diesel engines were definitely the most enjoyable to 
drive and are so competent they almost make the 3.0 
litre versions redundant. They offer plenty of power 
ranging from 136PS to 177PS with achoice of six-speed 
manual or multitronic gearboxes. There are Quattro 
four wheel drive versions offered with seven speed S 
tronic twin-clutch also available. Standard equipment 
highlights include 3-zone climate control, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and light and rain sensors. There 
are also the usual three pages of Audi optional extras 
at extra cost! 

The new model feature a new looking bonnet and 
front bumper, with redesigned radiator grille and head¬ 
lamps The cars all feature a new improved electro¬ 
mechanical power steering which makes the car easy to 
manoeuvre at low speeds. 

The cabin is excellent and one of the car’s high 
points; it is elegant and sophisticated. The dash sweeps 
round the driver. There’s a new steering wheel to 
choose from, a new ignition key and the navigation 
system has been much improved with just four buttons 
instead of the confusing eight. Overall there is more 
room in the cabin than in the outgoing model. Only 
minus points are the pedals which are still off-set to the 
right.Across the range the price increase for the new 
models is £200. Prices start at £23,625 for the SE

version of the old 1.8 petrol engine. The new 1.8 litre 
starts at £25,240, diesels range from £26,555 up to 
£38,405. The Avant versions add about an extra 
£ 1 , 200 . 

The A4 comes with a standard three year/60,000 
mile warranty but for £34 a month owners can have 
Audi Complete which covers all services, maintenance 
and a five year/90,000 mile warranty. 

Overall the fresher look of the car will certainly 
attract new buyers and the A4 is significantly cheaper 
than the BMW 3-Series - around a saving of £1,500.

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Big cat ready to pounce 
on sector 


It has already won a handful of awards from 
both car enthusiasts and industry pundits: 
now Jaguar’s new XJ flagship is ‘going large’ 
in the prestige limousine sector. 

Luxury cars don’t come much bigger than the stretched 
XJ, which gives its well-heeled owners plenty of room to 
stretch out in the back and enjoy its climate control, big 
armchairs and TV and audio toys. 

At 5.2 metres, the long wheelbase version is a whole 
134mm longer than the standard XJ, making it so roomy 
that even a former deputy prime minister should be able to 
manage with only one Jag. 

If that isn’t enough of a saving, the three litre diesel 
version provides the effortless performance you’d expect of 
such a car with fuel economy still on the plus side of 40mpg 
and a relatively low emissions figure of 184g/km, better 
than some family hatchbacks. 

That’s party due to its lightweight, all aluminium con¬ 
struction which also sharpens up its handling compared to 
some of its rivals. It also has an aerodynamic, couple-like 
profile which to a degree belies its size. 

The surprise is, though, that the sweeping roofline 
doesn’t rob you of space in the rear, as you sink into the deep 
leather armchairs and stretch out your legs. 

It was a bold move by Jaguar to switch so drastically from 
the iconic XJ outline which has become so familiar over the 
last 40 years. But the bold move proved successful when the 
car became the number one choice for British business 
buyers in its first six months on sale. 

Many such cars are, no doubt, bought by those who prefer 
to travel in the back, their laptops busy on the polished 
walnut tray table in front of them. 

But unlike some of the rolling canal boats in this class in 
the past, the owners will want to be drivers, too. With the 
diesel engine’s whopping 600Nm of torque and a silky 
smooth six-speed automatic, the long wheelbase XK wafts 
along motorways in near silence. 

Roadholding abilities 

But it can also press you back in the seat with 0 to 62mph 
acceleration in six seconds, sweeping smoothly and comfort¬ 
able along twisty A-roads thanks to its inherent roadhold¬ 
ing abilities and a combination of adaptive electronic 
dynamics designed to cope with every eventuality. These are 
fitted not only for safety but to take some of the load from 
the driver - but with systems such as the rapid ‘flappy 
paddle’ gear change the human behind the wheel is still in 
control, and can enjoy the dynamics of a fine, powerful car. 

Whether you’re in the back or the driving seat, the XJ is 
a car capable of carrying its passengers for long distances in 
ultimate comfort, and getting them to their destination 
relaxed and ready for business or leisure. 

At £69,520 the Portfolio model tested isn’t cheap but it is 
competitive in its class, as it does come exceptionally well 
equipped with technical and luxury features as standard. 
The optional extras were principally an upgrade to the rear 
seat entertainment pack, including the TV with two indi¬ 
vidual screens. 

All the technical and safety features, and front and rear 
parking aid cameras, the cruise control and speed limiter to 
keep you legal, and the soft grain leather seats and tinted, 
solar glass are among the very long list of standard equip¬ 
ment. 

The Jaguar also stands up very well to comparisons with 
its principal German rivals, in terms of both performance 
and economy as well as comfort and standard equipment. 

Prices for the long wheelbase XJ start from £58,520 for 
the diesel power ‘Luxury; specification. There is also a 
petrol version powered by the 5.0 litre V8 from the XK 
sports car starting at £70,950 which may well prove to be 
the preferred choice in some of the West Midlands 
company’s export markets. 

But there’s no doubt that the diesel’s combination of 
power, economy and cost-cutting has a very real appeal for 
European executives of today and tomorrow.

WALSALL have the fight and 
quality to survive their League 
One relegation struggle. 

But what they need is a little luck after 
falling to defeat via a freak equaliser and an 
own goal. They were worthy of a point 
despite Yeovil’s first-half dominance and 
territorial advantage for guts and attitude 
alone, writes Nick Mashiter. 

Survival hopes take a dent, of course they 
do, with any defeat during the run-in but 
one loss in the last seven is not damning. 

It will not condemn Walsall to the drop. It 
is rare at this stage of the season that so 
many positives can be gleaned from defeat 
to give heightened hope of avoiding the trap¬ 
door. 

The Saddlers, comfortably in possession, 
matched Yeovil and had it not been for Andy 
Williams’ deflected equaliser and Anton 
Peterlin’s late own goal they would have 
stretched their unbeaten run to seven. 

Yet, as boss Dean Smith said afterwards, 
they need points rather than plaudits for 
performances. 

Survival 

The fight is wide open but if the Saddlers 
continue to perform as they have recently, 
the necessary points will be obtained. 

That said, they would take a few scrappy 
1-0 wins if it meant survival. They have to 
be brave and there cannot be any hesitation 
as only the fearless will prevail. 

And it was a gutsy move from boss Smith 
to start the returning Emmanuel Ledesma 
up front with Jon Macken - especially with 
the creative force of Florent Cuvelier 
already in midfield. 

There is an understandable buzz sur¬ 
rounding the Argentine’s comeback after a 
year away. His seminal moment in a Walsall 
shirt came 12 months ago - the 5-2 revival 
against Hartlepool where he inspired the 
Saddlers from 2-0 down and scored the fifth 
goal. 


This was a quiet return, though, with the 
23-year-old still feeling his way back into the 
Saddlers’ fold, his understanding with 
Macken a few degrees off.

His late save from Dean Parrett - which 
unfortunately led to the corner and 
spawned Peterlin’s own goal - was brilliant. 

There is growing belief, in and out of the 
club, that the Hungarian can succeed 
Jimmy Walker. 

He never looked like being beaten in 
Yeovil’s first-half onslaught which saw 
Williams and Jonathan Franks denied.
